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Copyright Q&A 


Q: Suppose I'm the second architect on a 
project-the first one has done the sche- 
matic design drawings and copyrighted 
them and I've been brought in to take it 
from there. Does that mean that | or the 
client must go to the first architect and get a 
license or otherwise get permission to use 
his or her drawings? 


A: That is correct, especially if the client 
and the first architect have signed an AIA 
owner-architect agreement form, which 
creates a contractual right of the architect 
to the drawings even if that architect does 
not choose to protect them through copy- 
right. Therefore, it is important that you get 
a license or a complete transfer of copy- 
right from the first architect. 


Q: What kind of liability do | face if | don't 
do this? 


A: You may be accused of infringing on the 
first architect's copyright or interfering with 
his or her contractual rights. You may also 
risk losing your license under certain states’ 
registration laws if you seal another’s work 
procured outside of your firm without per- 
mission. This sort of liability is in addition to 
the exposure you may have under the 
Copyright Act. Statutory damages under 

the act can run as high as $50,000. 


Q: Suppose | am the first architect. | sell my 
drawings, or license the use of them, to 
another architect who completes the proj- 
ect, and the building collapses. Do | have 
any liability exposure? 


A: You may. You created the initial work, 
and you may be held liable for any latent or 
patent errors in that work even though you 
might have discovered them if you had 
been retained through the course of the 
construction. It is possible to obtain certain 
contractual limitation of liability, such as 
hold-harmless clauses or indemnification 
clauses, from the owner, but this must be 
done before you transfer the right to the 
use of your drawings. 


Q. What about the second architect? Does 
he or she have any potential exposure to 
liability? 


A: Yes. The second architect has [incorpo- 
rated] the first architect's work into his or 
her own work and has the same responsi- 
bility for it as would have been the case 
had it been produced in his or her own 
office ... The AIA documents provide the 
primary protection for architectural works 
as they concern the architect and the 
owner. Secondary protection for drawings 


against misuse or abuse by others is avail- 
able through copyright registration. The 
prudent practitioner will use both methods. 
Today, if an architect wishes to sell the 
ownership of the physical drawings, that 
may be done without also transferring the 
copyright. For many reasons, the copyright 
almost always should be retained, espe- 
cially so that the architect may derive new 
ideas from a previous project without hav- 
ing to reinvent a new way to express those 
ideas.

Understanding the 
Universal Health Care Act 





In 1988 the Massachusetts Legislature 
enacted a “Universal Health Care Act” to 
ensure health insurance coverage for all 
people in the Commonwealth. Signed by 
the Governor on April 21, 1988 and now 
constituting Chapter 118F of the General 
Laws, the law has far-reaching implications 
for employers and employees in Massachu- 
setts. The law requires that all employers 
having six or more employees make contri- 
butions to an “unemployment health insur- 
ance plan” and a “medical security contri- 
bution plan”. These contributions will then 
be used by the state to arrange for health 
insurance plans, administered by the new 
Department of Medical Security, for per- 
sons not covered by health insurance. 


The employer's contribution has been set, 
for now, at 0.12% (twelve-hundredths of 
one percent) of wages for the unemploy- 
ment health insurance, and at 12% (that's 
twelve percent) of wages for the medical 





security insurance. Employers are entitled 
to deduct from the second contribution their 
average expenses for health insurance 
coverage. In other words, an employer who 
currently pays average expenses of 10% of 
wages for health insurance coverage will 
have a medical security contribution of 2% 
of wages. The term “employee” excludes 
those who have worked for fewer than 90 
days, those who work for fewer than 30 
hours per week (except for a head of 
household with dependent children who is 
working at least 20 hours per week), sea- 
sonal and temporary employees, and those 
covered by a group plan not funded by the 
employer. 


The penalty for failure to comply is $35 or 
$5/employee, whichever is greater, per 
day, in addition to the amount due for the 
employer's normal contribution. 


The implementation of the entire act is in 
phases. As of January 1, 1990, employers 
must make the unemployment health insur- 
ance plan payments — the 0.12% noted 
above. As for the medical security insur- 
ance payments (the 12%), those are due 
beginning January 1, 1992.

Architects design for 
‘sustainability’ 





The BSA Architects for Social Responsibil- 
ity (ASR) Task Force was organized sev- 
eral years ago to protest nuclear war and 
the enormous expenditures that went into 
preparation for nuclear war to the neglect of 
other economic and social needs. Pres- 
ently, ASR’s primary objective is to work for 
the preservation and productive use of the 
earth's resources. As caretakers of the 
environment, architects and fellow design 
professionals cannot ignore the crises that 
threaten all life. We must become con- 
scious of the power and importance of our 
work; we must realize that what we build 
becomes the record of our intentions. 


According to Richard Forman, Professor of 
Ecology at Harvard University, “A sustain- 


able condition for this planet is one in which 
there is stability for both social and physical 
(environmental or ecological) systems 
achieved through meeting the needs of the 
present without compromising the ability of 
future generations to meet their own 
needs”. 


It is becoming increasingly clear that our 
building and cities can no longer operate 
independently of the natural environment. 
The impact on architecture is just beginning 
to be understood and has initiated a new 
range of design concerns and services. 
Through the pioneering work of profession- 
als in many interrelated disciplines of the 
building industry, it is being demonstrated 
that those projects which are most ecologi- 
cally in balance are ultimately the most 
economical. 


What can we as architects do to fulfill our 

caretaking responsibilities? To find some 

answers to that question, ASR organized 
the recent symposium on “Architectural Re- 
sponsibility for the Planet: Exploring De- 
signs for Sustainability”. Professionals in 
such varied fields as sustainable food pro- 
duction, land development, energy use, 
waste management and new forms of 
housing were invited to make presenta- 
tions. The four panels addressed issues of 
sustainable design from the standpoint of 

Policy, Economics, Design and Innovation. 

The questions included: 

* How do we hold together (sustain) the 
vital elements of life — healthy air, water 
and soil — while pursuing an agenda gear- 
ed to the needs of an expanding society? 

* How can we protect prime agricultural 
land and marine resources from continu- 
ing degeneration and indiscriminate use? 

* How can the design of communities as 
well as individual homes help to rebal- 
ance the natural environment? 

¢ What clean energy products and process- 
es have been developed in the last 20 
years? What innovations are foreseen for 
the future and how can they be made af- 
fordable? 


Obviously, answers to such questions are 
never complete; we hope that discussions 
on sustainability among architects and 
other professionals will continue.
